OBJECTIVES 

This hour-long session will focus on the impact of connection technologies on 
sustainable development from the perspective of developing countries. It will 
examine the financing considerations involved in planning and implementing 
initiatives that deploy connection technologies and the opportunities for local 
innovation and execution. The panel will also consider how connection 
technologies can help achieve cost-savings and greater access through existing 
sustainable development and assistance programs. It will explore how host 
country governments can create the conditions which enable capital to be safe, 
welcome, and profitable so that innovation, investment and entrepreneurship 
thrive. 



ISSUES TO EXPLORE 



• What are the unique challenges to the development of and distribution of 
connection technologies in developing countries? 

• How can governments, NGOs and businesses work together to overcome 
these difficulties? 

• What are best practices that have been successful in advancing technological 
solutions to development challenges in developing country contexts? 

• How can host country governments create the conditions which enable 
innovation? 

• How can entrepreneurs tailor their programs for targeted audiences? 

• What are the keys for developing countries to secure financing to support 
new innovation and technology ventures, including digital infrastructure? 

MODALITIES 

The moderator will begin with a five minute introduction that outlines both the 
challenges and opportunities that developing countries face in evolving, acquiring 
and utilizing new technologies to address development problems. Mr. Ndemo and 
Mr. Djamaluddin (T) will then speak for 7 minutes each on bringing new 
technologies and financing to bear in their particular national experiences. Dr. 
Aaker will deliver 7 minutes of remarks concerning her experiences in leveraging 
social media and online networks to empower developing country stakeholders to 
find solutions to health problems. The remaining thirty minutes will include an 
active dialogue with conference participants spurred by audience 
questions/comments, with the moderator directing questions and follow-up 
inquiries. 
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
